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Flats plan threatens 

future of post office 


THE future of New¬ 
market’s only sub-post 
office is in doubt. 

Owners of the building 
have applied for planning 
permission to convert it 
into five flats. 

The Exning Road post office in 
Newmarket is the last remaining 
sub-post office in the town. 

Post offices in New Cheveley 
Road and Valley Way offices 
were closed nearly four years 
ago. 

But the loss of the Exning 
Road sub-post office is likely to 
be opposed by customers. 

If the conversion plan is 
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approved and goes ahead it, will 
mean the town’s main post office 
in the High Street will be the 
only one to remain open. 

Tom Williams, a former town 
councillor who has previously 
campaigned against the closure 
of other sub-post offices in the 
town, said: “I feared this would 
come. It will be a sad day if it 
goes. 

“The loss of the post office 
from villages and town is the 
loss of the English way of life.” 

Mr Williams, 87, of Windsor 
Road, Newmarket, added: “All us 


old people are left with are our 
memories.” 

Coun Bill Burch, Newmarket’s 
mayor, said: “My personal view 
is that this would not be good for 
the people of Newmarket.” 

A spokeswoman for Royal Mail 
said the future of the post office 
was subject to a review of offices 
in the Cambridgeshire, Hertford¬ 
shire and Bedfordshire areas 
which is due to be published in 
July. 

“I couldn’t say whether it’s on 
the list at this stage. Under 
normal circumstances we would 
look for a replacement post 
office. 

“But if it appears on the list of 
those which are due for closure, 


then we would not replace it.” 

The future of the Exning Road 
post office was in doubt last year 
when an application for plan¬ 
ning permission to convert the 
shop area into a Chinese take¬ 
away was submitted. 

The plan was rejected by the 
district council after people 
living nearby complained that a 
takeaway would increase prob¬ 
lems of noise, traffic and litter. 

Judy Law, who owns the 
building with her husband, said 
at the time that the post office 
would remain open. 

She was not available for com¬ 
ment on the latest planning 
application.

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Horse cruelty 
protest set 
for London 

A RACEHORSE agent is organising a 
demonstration in London to highlight his 
claims of cruelty to horses by an oil-rich 
Middle Eastern state. 

Rick Dale said he was shocked by what he 
found when he went to the Sultanate of 
Oman last year to act as a racing expert for 
the ruler Sultan Qaboos. 

Now he is mounting a campaign to draw 
attention to the plight of horses in the state 
and has produced banners - one of which is 
displayed on his house in Chestnut Close, 
Mildenhall, accusing the sultan of cruelty. 
One of the banners has been displayed 
outside Ascot racecourse, and he plans to 
put up others at racecourses throughout the 
country. 

He has also organised a demonstration, to 
take place on the morning of February 5 
outside the Oman embassy in Kensington, 
London. 

A police spokesman confirmed they had 
been contacted by Mr Dale about the 
protest and would be policing it 
appropriately. 

Mr Dale, 47, is still waiting to be paid for the 
work he did in Oman - more than five 
months after he returned to Britain. 

But he said: “This is not about the money - 
that is secondary. I morally could not sit 
back and let things happen. 

“In Britain you could call in the RSPCA, but 
there is no organisation like that in Oman.” 
He said he complained to government 
officials in Oman that horses were being left 
out in 45-degree heat without food and 
water. 

Photographs he took in Oman are posted 
on a website he has set up since returning 
to Britain www.sultanqaboos.co.uk 
He said the website was getting around 
30,000 hits a month.

Plans to reject luxury 
complex are welcomed 


RESIDENTS opposing 
plans for a luxury retire¬ 
ment complex have wel¬ 
comed a vote by council¬ 
lors to reject the scheme. 

People living in Balaton Place, 
Newmarket, are fighting plans 
for 36 retirement flats to be built 
on a paddock next to their 
homes. 

Last year identical plans by 
the same company, English 
Courtyard Developments, were 
turned down by Forest Heath 
District Council planners on the 
grounds the scheme went 
against the policy of protecting 
Newmarket’s horseracing 
industry 

Now the planners have 
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changed their minds and have 
said the scheme is acceptable. 
Jockey Club Estates, which is 
responsible for the hundreds of 
acres of gallops and racehorse 
training grounds in the town, 
has said it does not object to the 
plan and has also said the 
paddock has not been directly 
used by the industry for more 
than 40 years. 

But members of the district 
council’s planning committee 
voted to indicate they intend to 
refuse planning permission. 

They are still concerned the 
scheme could breach the horse¬ 
racing policy - as stated by the 


town council in its objection to 
the scheme. 

The scheme will be recon¬ 
sidered at the end of this month. 

English Courtyard Devel¬ 
opments have already lodged an 
appeal against the refusal of 
planning permission for the 
earlier scheme. 

The appeal is due to be 
considered by a planning 
inspector in March. 

Steve Elsom, chairman of the 
Balaton Place Management 
Company, said: “This is about 
safeguarding a paddock and 
stable block in a conservation 
area, where not only is the site 
protected under local plan 
policy, but also that there is a 
proven need for the facility to 


remain within the horseracing 
industry. 

“Whilst we’re not getting too 
carried away, the vote was very 
encouraging. 

“We can’t understand how an 
identical plan to the earlier one 
can now be recommended for 
approval by the planning 
officers when there has been no 
change in local planning policy. 

“We have clearly demon¬ 
strated that there is a need for 
this paddock from within the 
racing industry and three 
trainers, including James 
Fanshawe, whose stables are 
next to it, have said there is a 
shortage of land for grazing in 
Newmarket.”

Man in court on 
driving charges 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
with dangerous driving and failing to 
stop after an accident in which two 
men were injured. 

Daniel Vickers, 32, appeared before 
magistrates in Ely on charges relating 
to an incident on the A142 at Fordham 
on July 28 last year, when it is alleged 
he drove a Jeep Cherokee dangerously. 

Mr Vickers, of Friday Street, West 
Row, is charged with destroying by 
fire a Jeep Cherokee belonging to 
Peter Crotty on the same date and 
with driving the vehicle while above 
the drink-driving limit. 

He is also charged with driving 
without insurance on the same date, 
driving without the correct licence 
and making false representations to 
obtain fuel at Soham. 

No pleas were entered. 

Magistrates said the case must go to 
crown court and adjourned for a 
committal hearing later this month.

He is described as a “stocky” white 
man about 6ft 3in tall in his late 30s. 
He was wearing dark clothing. 

He got into houses through doors and 
windows.

Trapped motorist rescued 


A MOTORIST trapped in his car 
was saved by other drivers who 
extinguished a fire which broke 
out before emergency services 
arrived. 

The man, in his 60s and from 
Norfolk, was trapped by his foot 
after his Volvo car overturned 
into a ditch after a collision on the 
A1065 road near the Lakenheath 
American Air Force base. 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said 
the fire was extinguished by

Firefighters cut the door of his 


car so that he could be removed 
after the crash which happened 
just before 6pm on Monday night. 
The road was closed for four 
hours while emergency services 
were at the scene. 

The man was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital with a serious 
injury to his lower leg. 

No-one else was injured in the 
collision which is reported to have 
involved two other cars and a 
motorcycle.

Festive drink-drive figures down 


FEWER motorists 
were caught drink 
driving in Suffolk 
during the Christmas 
and New Year period 
- according to figures 
just released by the 
county police. 

During a month¬ 
long campaign which 
started on December 


1, Suffolk officers 
gave 3,069 breath tests 
of which 94 were 
positive. The results 
show that 3.06 per 
cent of motorists 
tested were over the 
drink-drive limit. 

In the same period 
the previous year 
police conducted 


2,283 breath tests 
with 101 - 4.42 per 
cent - over the limit. 

The results showed 
that fewer young 
people were caught 
drink-driving. 

Of those caught 
this year, 28 were 
under 25. 


Burglars drop

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STREET drinkers and gra¬ 
ffiti vandals are causing a 
town to look run-down and 
neglected. 

Town and district council 
workers are trying to tackle the 
problem, but the graffiti comes 
back almost as soon as it is 
cleaned off or painted out. 

One resident has carried out 
her own clear-up of a private car 
park filling three bin bags with 
rubbish. She has now appealed for 
support from local authorities. 

In a letter headed Newmarket - 
behind the facade, she told the 
town council about the “sad state 
of neglect of the lane and alleys 
off the High Street and behind the 
shops”. 

Jan Cohen complained of 
broken glass and discarded beer 
cans left by gangs of youngsters 
who congregate in the New Cut 
footpath which links the High 
Street with Wellington Street near 
the market square. 

The youngsters have threatened 
people who have asked them to 
move on, she said. 

“The neglected appearance of 
the area makes it attractive to this 
sort of activity,” she added. 

“This all adds up to a dismal 
view of the back end of what is a 
lovely town being spoiled. ‘Out of 
sight, out of mind’ seems to apply, 
as long as the High Street is clear.” 

The back wall of January’s 
estate agents is regularly painted 
with graffiti. 

A spokeswoman for the estate 
agents said: “The graffiti comes 
back as soon as we have it painted 
over. We have also had our cars 
damaged in the car park. 

“We are looking at installing 
security cameras and lights. It’s 
not good for us or our clients and I 
really feel for the residents in the 
area.” 

Coun Bill Burch, mayor of New¬ 


market, said: “Although 
cleaning the area is really the 
responsibility of Forest Heath 
District Council, the town clerk 
and I have been down to look at 
the area and agree that it is 
very poor.” 

He said the town “keeper” - 
the council’s general handy¬ 
man - had previously cleaned 
off graffiti in areas which were 


not strictly the council’s 
responsibility 

Coun Burch said Tim 
Robinson, the “keeper”, would 
now be instructed to use a 
weed sprayer, recently 
purchased by the council, to 
get rid of weeds growing in 
footpaths in the area which 
contribute to the “run-down” 
appearance.

lands himself in trouble 
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A BOY’S “extreme” 
haircut has landed him 
in trouble at school - 
and his mum blames 
the barber. 

Tommy Stevens, 12, was 
sent by his mum to have a 
haircut in Newmarket for the 
start of the new school term. 

But when he returned to 
his home at Lode Road, 
Bottisham, he was almost in 
tears because he knew the 
patterns cut in his hair 
would get him in trouble. 

His mum, Pauline Stevens, 
43, said: “I have to say it’s a 
work of art. But I got on the 
phone straight away to the 
barber at Celik’s Mensroom 
in Newmarket High Street 
and said: ‘Where’s your com¬ 
mitment to responsibility in 
allowing a 12-year-old boy to 
come out looking like some 
Aztec or Mohican warrior?”’ 

Mrs Stevens, who is due to 
have an operation at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital this week 
for bowel cancer, met the 
principal at Bottisham Vill¬ 
age College, Kate Evans, to 
make a plea for Tommy not to 
be excluded because of the 
£18.50 haircut. 


Tommy had to stay in 
school throughout the lunch 
hour on Monday and will 
face disciplinary action. 

Mrs Stevens said Mrs 
Evans told her that the only 
reason Tommy had not been 
sent home was the impend¬ 
ing operation, and because 
the only immediate way to 
“improve” his appearance 
would be to shave his head 
completely 

“Mrs Evans has tried to be 
as understanding as she can 
be of our family’s circum¬ 
stances,” said Mrs Stevens, 
who has three other sons. 

“Tommy didn’t do this on 
purpose and I feel he is the 
victim in this. He is having 
to be made an example of to 
show that it isn’t acceptable 
to come to school with hair 
like this.” 

Mrs Evans said: “We are 
quite clear in our uniform 


code that extreme haircuts 
are not acceptable. But we 
are mindful of the family 
circumstances and have 
gone to great lengths to work 
with Mrs Stevens and the 
family.” 

She added such haircuts 
had no place in school and 
Tommy had to face some 
consequences as a result. 

Bulent Celik, the salon 
owner, said: “I don’t believe 
we did anything wrong. The 
boy asked for lines in his 
hair. 

“If his mother wanted 
him to have a certain hair¬ 
cut then she should have 
come in with him. 

“If we had convinced him 
to have this cut, then we 
would do something about it. 
But we didn’t. He asked for a 
number two sides and back 
and some lines.”

AN independent report into plans to 
change health services in West 
Suffolk, including Newmarket, have 
been submitted to the Secretary of 
State for Health Alan Johnson. 

The proposals, which include perm¬ 
anently providing more beds at 
Newmarket Hospital, were referred to 
the Secretary of State by Suffolk’s 
health scrutiny committee. 

Although the proposals for 
Newmarket Hospital have been 
welcomed, they are linked with the 
closure of two hospitals in Sudbury 
which is being opposed. 

The Independent Reconfiguration 
Panel (IRP) has compiled a report for 
the Secretary of State. He will 
announce his decision on the 
proposals after studying the report. 

Dr Peter Barrett, who chairs the 
IRP, said: “Our job is to provide 
recommendations to the Secretary of 
State that will offer local people 
access to safe, sustainable and 
accessible healthcare services. Our 
key focus throughout the review has 
been the patient and the quality of 
care.” 

The final decision on changes to 
services in the area will be made by 
Mr Johnson. The IRP will publish the 
full report on its website in a month.

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Children cower in terror 
as drunk dad rams home

Timothy Grooms was more 
than double the drink-drive limit 
when he drove his car into his 
housing association home in 
Thirlwall Drive, Fordham, after 
arguing with his partner. 

Police found two of his terrified 
children inside hiding behind a 
sofa, magistrates in Ely heard. 

The court was told that 
Grooms, 42, said at the scene: “I 
don’t give a **** about the kids, 
and I don’t give a **** about 
Christmas.” 

Grooms caused £900 worth of 
damage to the front door, window 
and brickwork of the house, 
which is owned by Sanctuary 
Hereward. 

He pleaded guilty to a charge of 
drink driving and a charge of 
criminal damage. 

Harvey Harrison, chairman of 
the bench, said: “You seemed to 
use the car as a battering ram.” 

Magistrates adjourned the case 
so the probation service can 
compile a report on Grooms, who 
was given a conditional dis¬ 
charge for a previous offence in 
2006. He was given an interim 
driving ban. 

Emma Dmitriev, prosecuting, 
told magistrates there had been 
an argument between Grooms 
and his partner on December 16. 

Mrs Dmitriev said he drove his 
car into the side of the house 


before a neighbour saw him 
“reverse up the driveway and do 
it again”. 

She added: “Police noted the 
defendant’s two children, who 
were in the property, were 
terrified. They were found 
cowering behind the sofa.” 


Grooms was found to have 78 
microgrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal 
limit is 35. 

Adam Haselhurst, mitigating, 
said: “As far as the collision is 
concerned, that is not something 
he can recall particularly clearly. 


“He describes himself as being 
in a confused state as to where he 
was, which is probably one of the 
factors which caused damage to 
the house. 

“It wasn’t the case that my 
client committed the offence ‘at’ 
his partner.”

New bus shelter is an eyesore

‘Astounding’ £50k

Praise for school’s community focus 


A SCHOOL is celebrating good 
marks from Government inspectors 
who also gave an outstanding mark 
for its community involvement. 

Laureate Primary School in Exning 
Road, Newmarket, was rated “good” 
overall by inspectors from Ofsted, the 
Office for Standards in Education. 
Olive Millington, the headteacher of 
the 140-pupil school, said: “We’re 
very pleased. Everybody worked very 
hard. It’s a fair mark.” 

The school was given top marks for 
the contribution made to the 
community, particularly its 
involvement with Newmarket in 


Bloom through the creation of wildlife 
garden at the school. 

But the inspectors said standards 
achieved by pupils should be 
improved from the “satisfactory” 
rating.

If it is operating 24-7 
the noise will just rico¬ 
chet around our bun¬ 
galows and the garage 
courts. 

“It wih be 32ft high and 
will mean that we will 
just be looking at a blank 
wall. It would be just 20 
paces from our bungalow. 

“This has just taken 
over our lives. Hopefully 
we are just on the last 
hurdle.”

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to a former council 
chairman who died 
suddenly at home. 

Don Levick, who chaired 
Forest Heath District Council 
in 2003/04, was also a member 
of Suffolk County Council 
representing the Newmarket 
and Exning areas for eight 
years. 

Mr Levick, 77, called an 
ambulance after feeling unwell 
at his home in Windsor Road, 
Newmarket, in the early hours 
of January 2. He was taken to 
West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, but he had already 
died. 

Coun Geoffrey Jaggard, 
leader of the district council 
and David Burnip, its chief 
executive, said in a joint 
tribute: “Don was rarely seen 
without a smile on his face and 
he enlivened meetings with his 
witty and erudite comments. 
We will remember him as a 
jovial man, but one who took 
his community work very 
seriously 

“He thoroughly enjoyed 
meeting new people and mak¬ 
ing friends across the district 
and the county as a whole. 

“He was a hard-working local 
councillor and served on many 
of the district council’s comm-

ittees, including corporate 
services, overview and scrutiny 
and planning, where he took 
particular care to represent the 
views of his ward residents. 

“He will be greatly missed by 
all those members and officers 
with whom he worked and by 
the community which he 
served so well.” 

Mr Levick resigned from the 
Conservative party in 2005. He 
continued as an independent 
member of the district council, 
but he did not seek re-election 
last year. 

His daughter Nicky Briggs 
said his death had come as a 
shock. 


“He had just been to the Ant¬ 
arctic on a holiday he had been 
planning for years,” she said. 

“When we collected him from 
Heathrow he looked wonderful. 
We have taken some comfort 
from the fact that he did some¬ 
thing he had always wanted to 
do.” 

Mr Levick, originally from 
Retford, Nottinghamshire, ser¬ 
ved in the Royal Navy for 25 
years achieving the rank of 
Chief Petty Officer. 

After his naval service he 
worked on the tracked hover¬ 
craft project in the 1970s and 
later spent 20 years working for 
British Aerospace at Stevenage. 

He moved to Newmarket 
when he married his second 
wife Jean, who was a midwife 
at the town’s hospital. She died 
four years ago. 

As well as Mrs Briggs, he is 
survived by son Christopher 
Levick and younger daughter 
Jo Drewry and six grand¬ 
children. 

His funeral will be held on 
Tuesday, January 15, at 3.30pm 
at St Mary’s Church, New¬ 
market, followed by cremation 
at Bury St Edmunds Crema¬ 
torium.

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Funding crisis hits 
free travel scheme 


PENSIONERS are being 
short-changed on the buses 
yet again after measly 
government funding left the 
scheme £1 million short. 

Over-60s and the disabled can 
travel on buses free across the 
country from April 1, but just £2.2 
million of funding has been 
provided for Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough even though 
£3.1 million is needed to pay for the 
venture. 

District councils must pay for all 
journeys within their borders no

matter where passengers come 
from. 

Cambridge City Council has 
been hit particularly badly. It will 
receive just £648,000 this year, 
despite the large number of tour¬ 
ists likely to take advantage of free 
travel, compared to the £1,452,000 
bosses estimated they need. 

Cambridge City Council has 
already had to find more than 
£500,000 to plug the shortfall for 
local free travel, and councillors 
fear the lack of funding could 
mean budgets for other essential 
services could be slashed. 

From April 1, the council 
will have to pay for every bus- 
pass holder who visits the city 
Coun Sian Reid, executive 
councillor for climate change 
and growth, said she was 
delighted people were using 
buses, but the Government 
should have thought the scheme 
through properly 
She said: “We asked for 
£1.4 million and we’ve got £684,000. 
It’s also going to be hard for us to 
forecast what the service is going to 
cost us. There’s a lot of uncertainty 
“The scheme has very good 
intentions, but it’s tremendously 
ill-considered. We are spending 
the best part of £1 million on it 


now out of an annual budget of 
£17 million. It’s a huge burden on 
us with inadequate funding from 
the Government.” 

Campaign group Cambridge 
Older People’s Enterprise (COPE) 
said it was ready to fight again to 
make sure pensioners got the 
funding needed for free travel. 

Robert Boorman, treasurer, said: 
“COPE has no intention of stand¬ 
ing back. The scheme has proved to 
be hugely successful and a large 
number of members of COPE, and 
others, are making use of it.” 

Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which does not receive any funding 
for concessionary bus fares, 
stepped in last time with £600,000 to 
stem the funding gap enabling 
county-wide free travel. 

Coun Mac McGuire, lead mem¬ 
ber for highways and transport, 
said: “While no local authority is 
ever happy with the grants they 
receive, the county council believes 
Cambridgeshire has been badly 
short-changed in the settlement 
outlined by the Department of 
Transport.” 

Coun John Seaman, chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s environment and trans¬ 
port committee, said: “Time and 
again it seems that those in London 
seem to forget that we cannot exist 
on a shoestring.”

than it estimated. A spokeswoman 
said: “We are very disappointed 
with the decision to give us less 
money for concessionary bus fares 
than we requested.” 

Cambridgeshire’s MPs are to 
raise the issue in Parliament. 

Jim Paice, who represents South 
East Cambridgeshire, and Andrew 
Lansley, MP for South Cambridge¬ 
shire, said they were “disappoint¬ 
ed” but not surprised the Govern¬ 
ment had failed to fund the scheme 
once again. 

Mr Paice said: “It’s completely 
unacceptable but only what I would 
expect, the Government is so 
completely incompetent and desp¬ 
erately short of cash. Having 
splashed it out in the early years it 
is cutting everything left right and 
centre. What money there is 
available is being spent in Labour 
areas, and Cambridgeshire is not 
one of them.” 


Mr Lansley said: “It seems from 
a Government point of view to 
have been badly managed from 
start to finish. It only seems to be 
the work done by John Reynolds 
and the county council and other 
councils that made it happen this 
year at all. 

“I’m sure MPs in Cambridge¬ 
shire will raise this. We should 
have in the New Year, early on, a 
debate about local government 
funding anyway I hope to follow it 
up in that.” 

A spokesman for the Department 
of Transport said it did not take 
authorities’ own estimates of the 
costs of the scheme into account 
when allocating funding. 

He said: “The Government is 
confident that the £212m to be 
allocated to local authorities to 
fund the improved concession is 
sufficient.”

PLANS for a £3.1 mill¬ 
ion redevelopment of a 
housing estate have 
been put on hold after 
councillors asked for 
more information.

THE clinical finishing of 
Welshman Martin Phillips 
ended Shaun Greatbatch’s 
dreams of glory in the Lakeside 
World Darts Championship on 
Sunday.
